Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
Form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



Claims 1-5,8-10,15,16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
By Cognetti 5,629,574. 

Cognetti '574 discloses an electric motor with control device comprising; 
A motor housing (M), a bulge formed on the side of the motor housing and 
A capacitor assembly including a printed circuit board (9) and at least 
One capacitor (3), said capacitor assembly housed in the bulge (Fig.!), the 
Capacitor assembly slideably insert into the bulge, the bulge comprises a 
Plurality of channels located inside surface of said bulge, the capacitor printed 
Circuit board comprising a plurality of longitudinal edges and at least one 
Capacitor mounted on said PCB, the longitudinal edges of the capacitor PCB are 
Slide ably insert in the channels,

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
Obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 6,7,11-14,17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

Unpatentable over 

Cognetti '574 and in view of Gillett 4,499,523. 

Cognetti '574 teaches all limitation of the claim except, a PCB having stiffeners 
attached to the edges of the PCB and have a tapered shape. 
Gillett'523 teaches a PCB with plurality of stiffeners attached to the edges of the 
capacitor PCB and have a tapered shape (70, 76 Fig. 7). 

Therefore it would have been obvious to one having skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to combine Cognetti '574 capacitor PCB with the tapered 
shape stiffeners taught by Gillett'523 to secure the capacitor PCB in the 
selected position. 



1 . Applicant's arguments filed 08/09/2002 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The applicant argument regarding a brushles motor is not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's arguments, the recitation "brush less" motor has not 
been given patentable weight because the recitation occurs in the preamble. A 
preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the 
purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the 
claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process

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steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 
USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 
(CCPA 1951). 

The reference cited Cognetti is a brush less motor. 

2. Applicant argument regarding Cognett'574 neither describe or suggest a bulge, 
printed circuit board with at least on capacitor is not persuasive. 

Fig.1 of Cognett'574 shows inherently a brush less electric motor housing (M), a 
bulge (the chamber on the motor M, Fig 1) formed in a side wall of the motor M, and a 
capacitor (3, column 3 line 23 Fig.1), a printed circuit board (4, column 3 line 24,Fig.1), 
the capacitor assembly (1) housed in the bulge (column 4,line 36, device 1 "the 
capacitor assembly "is vertically lowered into the chamber "bulge"). 

3. Applicant argument regarding the motivation to combine the features described 
ids each pieces of cited art. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, 

Gillett'523 teaches an electronic component assembly "PCB" (3.column 3 line 7) 
comprising a plurality of stiffeners 62 and have tapered shape Fig. 6).

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It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to combine Cognett'574 brush less motor with PDB having 
plurality of tapered stiffener for the purpose of securing the PCB. 
4. Examiner suggestion ;in claim 1, add " entire " said capacitor assembly housed 
in said bulge. 

This would clearly present invention feature of the claimed invention and 
overcomes the rejection.
